DuRING THE YEAR 1957 THE BOARD HELD 45 REGULAR MEETINGS, 20 SPECIAL 
meetings to sign Warrants, 156 special meetings were held outside regular 
Monday meetings, 35 meetings jointly with various committees, 109 Hear- 
ings, 15 private hearings.

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Junk License — Class HI from $15.00 to $25.00 and Sound Music Licenses 
from $5.00 to $10.00. 

Notified the Tax Collector September 3, 1957 that he would assume 
the duties of Town Collector as of Monday, September 23, 1957. 

On Saturday morning, December 21, 1957 the Selectmen of Natick 
and a representative of the Framingham Board of Selectmen perambulated 
the Framingham-Natick Bounds. This was last perambulated in 1952 and 
is required by law each five years. 

The Board received and accepted the resignation of Attorney Robert F. 
White as Town Counsel as of December 31, 1957. 

John F. Sullivan, Attorney of Union Street, was appointed Town 
Counsel as of January 1, 1958. 


The Board made a number of investigations on complaints from resi- 
dents from all areas of the town relative to street lighting, speed regulations, 
Stop signs, etc., condition of properties. 

The Board attended all meetings of the Middlesex County Selectmen’s 
Association and Massachusetts Selectmen’s State Conventions.

IN THE YEAR 1957 THE SERVICES RENDERED BY ME AS TOWN COUNSEL 
have been many and varied. The articles for the warrants for the special 
and the annual Town meetings have all been checked and put into proper 
form for presentation and consideration. The warrant for the annual 
Town meeting for 1957 was the largest in the memory of many citizens of 
the Town, and the work required of the Town Counsel has accordingly 
been tremendous. 

Continuing school construction and the attendant problems are in- 
cluded in the items handled by the Town Counsel during the past year. 
Several claims were brought against the Town, and advantageous settle- 
ments were effected in the alleged street and highway defect cases. A very 
serious case of great potential expense to the Town, resulting from a per- 
sonal injury case wherein a Public Works truck and employee were in- 
volved, was disposed of without the Town having to pay any damages 
whatever. 

Several small land takings were made under eminent domain articles 
in the warrant, and settlement was effected on claims arising out of prior 
land takings. All settlements were very favorable to the Town. 

The pressure of private practice caused me to submit my resignation 
to the Board of Selectmen effective December 31, 1957. This action was 
taken reluctantly. I would like to thank the Selectmen for the fine coopera- 
tion throughout my term as Town Counsel.

Criminal statistics for Natick in 1957 followed the trend set in 1956. 
Crimes, generally, became less in number and more serious in nature. Juve- 
nile arrests doubled in number, although some of the offenders were from 
other towns. 

Police boxes and citizen alarm boxes are working well, and four more 
will be added this year. Police training will also follow established plan with 
four more officers attending the State Police Training School at Framingham 
this year. All facilities of the station addition have now operated for more 
than a year, and have fully met expectations. 

We have submitted our report to the long range planning committee 
stating that we will seek no capital expenditures in the next five years aside 
from increase in personnel, existing equipment and payroll which may be 
dictated by the growth of the town. 

Since first assuming office, our annual report has cited the traffic situa- 
tions at Speen St., Grove Road, and Oak Street. Engineering is now ac- 
complished at the last two locations, and progress is reported by the State 
Department of Public Works on the first. The urgency of our recommenda- 
tions which were delayed so long was proved by the reduction of accidents 
from 465 to 384, and only one death on route 9 this year. 

The only problem in traffic at present is the alleviation of parking con- 
ditions in the heart of the town. The merchants have been endeavoring to 
solve the situation to the satisfaction of everyone concerned. Other towns 
attain parking space by razing buildings on side streets. Natick will have to 
resort to such a plan, or, as has been suggested, take part of the common for 
this purpose. This year it is our hope that this critical condition can be 
remedied. 

There were no pedestrian deaths in 1957, for which Natick will receive 
an award. There were also no traffic accidents in school areas, which should 
be credited to the exceptional and conscientious work of our Women Police 
Officers. Natick also has an outstanding Auxiliary Police force, who con- 
tribute unselfishly of their time and ability to make our community safe. 
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To these two groups and to the majority of our fair minded citizens and 
officials we extend our sincere thanks for their loyal cooperation. 

The entire number of arrests for offenses committed in Natick for the 
year ending December 31, 1957, was 860. Of this number 812 were males, 
48 females, 142 residents, 718 were non-residents, 832 adults, 28 were mi- 
nors. In addition there were 566 arrests made or summonses served for out- 
of-town Police Departments. 

There were 28 juveniles summoned before the Juvenile Session of the 
District Court during the year.

THE PERSONNEL OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT WAS INCREASED DURING THE 
year by adding three permanent firefighters; men were also made available 
for vacation replacements. This enabled the Department to maintain its 
full strength throughout the entire year. While we still are undermanned 
the Department has improved greatly by the addition of a few men each 
year. With the addition of six men in 1958, we will conform to the recom- 
mendation of the Special Committee which reported in 1952. Any further 
addition to the manual strength of the Department will depend upon the 
change in hours of work or additional apparatus. 

The 750 GPM pumping engine which was authorized by the 1957 
Town Meeting was delivered in December. It was put in service to relieve 
the 1942 Seagrave pumping engine which will be rebuilt and repainted this 
year. I believe this truck will then give the ‘Town another ten years of 
reliable service. The 1941 Forest Fire truck, which has served the Town 
for sixteen years, is beyond reasonable repair; it is a 1941 Chevrolet pur- 
chased during World War II and due to its age and usage it should be

replaced in 1958. In 1960 steps should be taken toward an additional 
ladder truck. This will, however, depend somewhat on the development of 
the industrial areas of the ‘Town. 

The East Natick area is still without what I believe to be adequate 
fire protection. A Committee under the Chairmanship of Avery H. Stanton, 
with Frederick C. Chamberlain, Arthur L. Eldridge, Bernard T. Gately and 
Myron J. Coplan as members, have worked continuously since their appoint- 
ment to provide a proper site for a new station in this area. It has been 
their endeavor to find a proper location which will give the greatest amount 
of protection to this area and the Town in general. Unless the station in 
East Natick is properly located it may necessitate building an additional 
station in the near future to give the service which I feel the Town should 
render. 

I must again, and more emphatically, repeat that the Felchville Fire 
Station should be abandoned immediately. It is not in any way up to the 
standards that the ‘Town should expect its employees to work in. This must 
be considered the last year which this building can be used as a Fire Station. 

The year 1957 was an all time high for number of calls, primarily due 
to the very dry season. Aid was rendered during this period to the Plymouth 
area. A truck and-six men spent two days working with firefighters from 
all parts of Eastern Massachusetts extinguishing this most disastrous fire. 
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The Fire Alarm system has been expanded, adding ten Fire Alarm 
boxes and providing direct line service to three of the churches in Town. It 
is hoped that more of the churches will take advantage of this service. In 
1958 cable lines must be placed in available ducts between Fire Alarm 
Headquarters and Speen Street along West Central Street. This type of 
construction is much more reliable and not subject to storm damage. 

The Police Signal System was extended by the addition of four boxes 
during the year. Traffic control lights were serviced periodically to assure 
constant operation. The traffic control unit in Walcott Square is old and 
unreliable; this should be replaced in 1958 with a modern reliable unit. 

A Captain in the Department works his entire shift on Fire Prevention. 
All mercantile establishments are inspected monthly along with rest homes, 
homes for the aged, the hospital and the schools. Talks are given in the 
schools along with pictures during Fire Prevention Week and in the spring of 
the year. During the Christmas season approximately one thousand Christ- 
mas trees were sprayed with a fire retardant solution. A program of fire 
prevention is most important and must be maintained in an effort to reduce 
the hazards both to life and property. 

In conclusion I wish to express my sincere thanks for the cooperation 
extended to this Department by Town officials and citizens of the ‘Town.

THIS REPORT IS THE THIRTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PUBLIC 
Works Department. 

Two new members were elected to the Board of Public Works in the 
election in March: 
Mr. James Robertson for a three year term and Mr. Arthur J. Hurst for 
a one year term. 
Mr. Robert S. Wharton was appointed Director of Public Works on 
Dec. 23, 1957 by Board of Commissioners. 
Mr. Joseph Burke, Chief Clerk, resigned in August and was replaced by 
Mr. Dana C. Winner formerly in the Engineering Division. 

Two administration vehicles, five assorted trucks, a D-2 Caterpillar 
tractor and a Trojan front end loader with a back-hoe attachment were 
purchased for the various Divisions this year. 

During the dry summer months, which were record breaking in water 
consumption, the Commissioners were forced to ban lawn watering from 
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8:00 A.M. to 9:00 P.M. The problem was not due to lack of water, but 
to insufficient pumping facilities. 

Throughout the summer test boring was carried on to locate additional 
sites for public water supply, the best one of these will be developed in 1958. 
Continued testing will be carried on since the need for more water is ever 
increasing. The reasons for this are: — 

1. Increase in population 

2. Increased industrial expansion 

3. A rise in the standard of living which calls for more water supply 
per capita. 

An addition was built onto the existing garage on Middlesex Avenue. 
The need for this was apparent since our garaging facilities have been 
falling behind with each new added piece of equipment. The majority of 
this work was done by Department employees at a very low cost to the Town. 

Through the vote of Town Meeting the collections, previously collected 
by this Department for water and sewer rentals, were turned over to the 
newly established office of Town Collector. 

A Stock Room was put into operation and by maintaining a constant 
inventory of supplies a substantial economy was realized in the operation 
of the various Divisions. 

The following is a complete report of the work completed by the four 
Divisions of the Department during the past year. 


Engineering Division 


The Engineering Division is operating with three new personnel. Two 
transfers of personnel took place during the year but its function continued 
with no depletion of work. 

The new reproducing machine was put in use and made available to 
other town departments. Having a machine handy to make prints when 
needed increases the efficiency of the Divisions. 

New drafting tables and equipment were purchased and put to use. 

The new aerial maps of the Town are being checked and corrected 
as time will allow. It is a slow and tedious project but must be done along 
with adding new sub-divisions in order to keep the maps up to date. 

Water and Sewer maps were worked on and new gates, hydrants, water 
and sewer lines added to keep them up to date. 

A new card system was installed whereby the condition of every gate 
and hydrant in Town will be known. 

The Division worked on estimating projects for next year and are pre- 
paring plans for those jobs that will be approved at Town Meeting. New 
Sewer and Water lines were located, staked and graded prior to installing 
and those done by contractors were inspected and tested by the Division. 
Drain lines were staked and graded. 


Highway Division 


During the current year of 1957 the Highway Division flushed many 
sections of the drainage system that had become clogged with leaves and 
other debris. Endless amounts of leaves were swept from gutters to insure 
free flow of water during storms. Many streets were patched and retain- 
ing walls maintained. 
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New drainage was installed on the following streets :— 


Felch Road East Central Street

Pond Street off Oak Street at Bacon Street

Rolling Lane 
The total length amounted to 4,300’ of drainage. Their sizes varied from 
8” to 36” pipe. 
Drainage constructed by developers during the year and inspected by 
the Department was done on Peterson Road “and Michigan Drive. The 
length amounted to 855’.

Sidewalks and curbings were repaired where most needed. Tree roots 
caused breaking up and lifting of cement walks in various sections of the 
Town which eventually will have to be rebuilt. At the present time only 
maintenance of the walks is considered and in the future a re-building pro- 
gram will be started to replace sections each year. 

Minor repairing was done to the Mill Street and Boden Lane Rail- 
road Bridges. Planking was replaced and the fences were repaired at various 
times throughout the year. 

Temporary minor repairs were made on a section of Rathbun Road 
and Orchard Street amounting to receipts of $100.00. 

Under Chapter 90, Maintenance, sections of Speen Street, Eliot Street 
and Union Street were armor coated with asphalt and oiled peastone. 
Streets and respective lengths are as follows:—

The appropriation voted for this was $4,500.00, of which $3,000.00 is re- 
turned by the State and County upon completion of the work.

Water Division 


During 1957 the Water Division installed 22,226 feet of cast iron water 
main of various sizes from 6 inch to 10 inch. 

Oak Street was the largest installation with 4,970 feet of 10 inch and 
200 feet of 6 inch being laid. This was not a relay of the 6 inch line already

in use on Oak Street, but a result of the new wells at Morse’s Pond area. 
The 10 inch line was installed from Bacon Street to Oxford Street and tied 
into the existing 8 inch line to allow for a better distribution of the water 
from the new wells. 1,065’ of 10” was also laid in Oakland Street. 

6” cast iron mains were laid in Hawthorn Street, Linden Street, eB! 
Street, East Central Street, Loker Street, Worcester Street, Fern Street, 
Lakeview Avenue, Edgewood Avenue, Parkview Street, Belmore Road, off 
North Main Street to Howard Johnson’s on the Toll Road. 

Relays were done replacing old or inadequate pipes on Pitts Street, 
Cypress Road, Fifth Street, Lotus Path, Felch Road, Belleview Road, Wel- 
lesley Road, Whittier Road, River Street and Everett Street. 

9” mains were laid on Oakland and Walnut Streets, replacing old 6” 

ipes. 
: Peterson Road, a development street off Oxford Road, had 122" on ae 
cast iron main installed by the developer and was inspected by the Depart- 
ment. 

The new well #1 at Morse’s Pond was put into operation in time 
to partly relieve the water shortage. The second well had the motor in- 
stalled and 350’ of 10” Transito main was laid to tie into the line to Bacon 
Street. This will be put into operation in 1958. 

At Town Meeting of 1957, Sections 42G, 42H and 42I of Chapter 40 
of the General Laws were voted, giving the Board of Public Works authority 
to charge betterments on Water Main extensions. This method of better- 
ments was used in the installation of mains on Linden Street, Edgewood 
Avenue and Parkview Street. 

One hundred and twelve (112) services were installed during the year. 

During 1957 a very large increase in water consumption was recorded.

The above figures were compiled from the Worcester Street Pumping Station 
and the new Morse’s Pond Well off Bacon Street. 

In the coming year this Department has plans for further exploration 
for wells to increase our capacity which, as shown above, is over 7,000,000 
gallons per day. 

At the 1956 Town Meeting money was voted to repair and clean the 
Reservoir on Union Street. This had not been done since 1932 and had 
developed slight leaks at the North and East side. In December the flow 
of water was stopped and lines to the Reservoir were closed. The outlet 
was opened and it took 2 days to drain the 4//2 million gallons out of it so 
the inside could be examined. The walls and floor had only about a 3” 
accumulation of sediment. This was cleaned and flushed down the drain 
by means of high pressure nozzles and the aid of the Fire Department 
Pumper. 

The slight leakage was further minimized by pouring a footing 600 
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feet long at the base of the wall. Also the rip-rap walls were pointed with 
hydraulic cement. 

While the work on the reservoir was being done, the Town was operat- 
ing on a closed system. The pressure in the lines had to be maintained by 
pumping as much water into the system as was being used. Since the use 
of water varies greatly over a 24 hour period, this was a very difficult 
operation. 

A result of the sudden changes of amounts of water in the system 
caused “dark water’? which was sediment in the mains disturbed by the 
change. Also a few leaks appeared, resulting from pumping into a closed 
system. 

Pressure gages were installed at the Water Station on Worcester Street, 
the Natick-Wayland Town Line, the South Natick Fire Station, Bradford 
Road, Bay State Road and the Leonard Morse Hospital. These were 
checked 24 hours a day to insure a nearly constant pressure in the mains. 

In case of emergency Wayland had agreed to furnish us with water, 
and we wish to thank them at this time for their cooperation. 

The new Trojan front end loader and backhoe was put into operation 
in the middle of the year to a great advantage for the Water Department. 
It was used extensively in water main repairs, water service installation and 
sewer installation. 


Sewer Division 


During the year sewer main extensions and house services were in- 
stalled. Two major jobs were done by the Sewer Division in regard to 
connecting with the Metropolitan District Sewer. Making connections 
and dismantling the Sewer Treatment Plant were the main objectives this 
year. 

One connection was done by contract. This was the one made at West 
Central Street near Cemetery Street. The other three connections were 
done by the Department. One was a tie-in of the force main on Speen 
Street at the rear of Hood’s Milk Company; the second was a connection 
of the gravity line on a portion of West Central Street made east of the 
Sewer Pumping Station. The third was an 18” main from northwest Natick, 
connected at the Main Sewer Station. 

The dismantling of the Sewer Treatment Plant consisted of stripping 
the filter beds of pipe and fittings and filling in the Imhoff Tanks. The steel 
chain link fence surrounding the area was removed and is to be used to 
fence in the Reservoir on Union Street. 

Approximately 900’ of 16” cast iron pipe was removed and will be 
used at a future time. 

A contract was let to demolish the 90’ brick chimney at the Sewer 
Pumping Station on West Central Street. It was removed because of the 
dangerous condition it was in. 

The new sewer cleaning machine was put in operation in October and 
was used in the cleaning and flushing program. At this time 50% of the 
system has been done and it is being continued into 1958 for completion 
of the work. 


Sanitation Division 


The Division collected 4,850 cubic yards of garbage during the year 
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Between the dark . .. and the daylight 


1957. Receipts for garbage collection this year amount to $3,565.00. 

Even though there was an increase in the number of dwellings, there 
were fewer complaints received, indicating that service has improved during 
the past year.

School Committee 


THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE HAS BEEN FACED WITH MANY PROBLEMS DURING 
the calendar year. 

Mr. Richard H. Potter, Town Treasurer, recommended at the Town 
Meeting of March, 1957, that kindergartens be eliminated following his 
evaluation of the town debt and the tax rate. Many meetings of the School 
Committee were devoted to this problem and after careful and thoughtful 
consideration, it was voted to retain the kindergartens for the 1958-1959 
school year. 

The firm of Engelhardt, Engelhardt, Leggett, and Cornell was employed 
to make a survey to evaluate school housing and to suggest possible sites 
for future school buildings. The report, which is a matter of record, has 
been the basis of the recommendations of the School Committee for ex- 
penditures and a five-year plan was presented to the Long Range Planning 
Committee in December, 1957. 

Many pressing and important problems have faced the Committee. 
Items such as teachers’ salaries and the budget, which will exceed $2,000,- 
000.00, were studied by the members of the Committee. Only after careful 
and prayerful consideration has the Committee made its recommendations 
for it believes that the educational needs of our youth come first, especially in 
the rapidly changing and new concept of today’s educational goals. 

The resignation of Mr. E. Davis Woodbury after 16 years of able and 
efficient leadership as Superintendent of Schools was accepted with deep 
regret. The Committee elected Mr. Alfred A. Maffeo to succeed him in this 
position. As an outstanding administrator he has the full support of your 
present School Committee in the future administration of the Public Schools

A Brief Survey 


A look at what has occurred in our community and particularly to 
our public school educational system during the past sixteen years gives 
evidence of our many interesting and important changes and developments. 
We are aware that our community has grown both in population and 
industry. There has been a corresponding growth educationally and the 
purpose of this brief survey pertains to the public school system of education. 
Let us then become familiar with the changes and progress that have 
occurred in our educational program during these years. 


The enrollment in our public schools in June of 1942 was 2325 pupils. 
The unanimous approval of a budget amounting to slightly over $240,000.00 
for the support of public schools that same year, an amount of some 
$7,000.00 above the appropriation of the previous year, was indicative of 
the interest of the townspeople in adequate education. The town the fol- 
lowing year, 1943, approved a public school budget of approximately 
$267,000.00. Personnel employed in the public schools during the school 
year 1942-1943 numbered 117 persons of whom 91 were full-time teachers, 
eight were teacher-principals, and three were full-time administrators; there 
were also two secretaries, one school nurse, two part-time doctors, and ten 
custodians. The graduating class in 1942 numbered 212 members — the 
largest class to graduate from Natick High School up to that time, a 
rather exceptional situation in that it was not until 1956 that a graduating 
class exceeded that number in membership. The time is not too distant 
when the graduating class of Natick High School will propably number in 
excess of 600 pupils. Professional training of the school personnel sixteen 
years ago included 11 persons with master’s degrees, 45 with bachelor’s 
degrees only, and 41 with diplomas from two and three year teacher training 
institutions, a total of 97 persons who dealt directly with the educational 
training of over 2300 children. 


The school year 1957-1958 finds approximately 6500 pupils enrolled 
in our public schools, not too far from being three times as many as were 
enrolled in the year 1942. The school budget approved for 1957 was approxi- 
mately $1,187,000.00 and next year it is estimated that over $2,000,000.00 
will be approved for the support of public schools — not an extreme budget 
considering the increase in the number of pupils, the rise in costs during 
recent years, inflation, the teacher shortage, and the general demand and 
need for a more extensive, and in some phases a more specialized educa- 
tional program. 


Approximately 360 full-time and part-time persons are employed now 
by the Public Schools of Natick, including teachers, custodians, administra- 
tors, clerical assistants, nurses, special class teachers, psychologists, grounds 
keepers, and doctors. Also under the supervision of the Public Schools are 
those engaged in work with physically handicapped children, school lunches, 
and pupil transportation. 

Presently there are one hundred members of the teaching profession 
in the Natick School System with degrees beyond the bachelor’s degree 
level — master’s degrees, approved creditable study beyond the master’s 
degree, and a doctorate degree. 

Sixteen years ago public school buildings in Natick numbered eleven — 
a senior high school, a junior high school, and nine elementary schools of 
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which one was a one-room double-graded building, three were four-room 
buildings, and five were six-room buildings; no official public school kinder- 
gartens were in existence at that time. 

Five of the above-mentioned nine elementary school buildings are in 
use today, namely, the West Natick School, the Bacon School, the Felch- 
ville School — now part of the Murphy School, the Eliot School, and the 
East Natick School. Also in use today is the Coolidge Junior High School 
and the high school building now known as the Center Elementary School. 
Many of these buildings have been renov ated, refurbished, and modernized 
extensively — new lighting, painting, modern pupil desk and seating 
facilities, and other improvements. 

Eight new school buildings and several school additions have been 
constructed during the past number of years with an approximate pupil 
capacity of well over 4000 pupils. ‘These new school buildings represent an 
investment by the people of Natick, with state school building assistance, 
of some $7,000,000.00. Many citizens of our community have given freely 
of their time, valued knowledge, and effort to make these unquestionably 
needed educational units a reality. 


Educational offerings, courses, subject matter fields, methods of teach- 


Out of the mouths of babes... 
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ing, materials, and tools have been subjected to change and improvement 
during the past one and a half decades. Among these have been the 
establishment of a definite testing program throughout all grades; the 
development of guidance and counselling services; the employment of per- 
sonnel especially trained to assist with learning problems related to reading 
and arithmetic as well as the diagnosis of other educational difficulties: the 
development of a safety conscious school system through special emphasis 
on rules, regulations, study, experiences, and research on safety in the home, 
in school, at work, at play, and on the road; the driver-training program; 
provision for expert help in the fields of psychology and psychiatry; the 
establishment of kindergartens; the establishment of a permanent record 
system of educational progress for each pupil from kindergarten through 
grade twelve; and the development of a more definite audio-visual aids 
program inclusive of field trips. Other phases of the educational program 
that have been subject to change and improvement include outdoor physical 
education and recreation areas; courses of study in the fields of language 
arts, mathematics, social studies, and sciences: the more cultural aspects — 
music and art work; the business field; industrial arts; and provisions for 
the handicapped child; the development of school and classroom libraries ; 
the improvement of the physical examination and general health program; 
provisions for mentally gifted pupils — study and planning is in progress 
to improve and properly provide for this part of the educational program ; 
assistance for those who need additional help in all phases of the offerings 
of the school as well as guidance and instruction in advanced work; student 
exchange trips; student government day; and numerous clubs, sports, social, 
and general recreational activities. A group accident insurance plan avail- 
able to all pupils and teachers and a “school savings plan” available to all 
pupils were approved and put into effect a few years ago. The Public 
Schools of Natick in their educational endeavors have for some time made 
use of the talents in the community. As reported previously, representatives 
of industry, commerce, agriculture, government, business, and engineers, 
artists, and travellers have given of their knowledge and experience to pupils 
in many of our varied learning activities. 

It is believed that we have progressed educationally — hundreds of 
pupils who have graduated from our school system have been successful in 
their higher educational endeavor, in the business field, in industry, and in 
the professions. Annually, the number and the percentage of pupils who 
go on to higher education have increased. Below is a follow-up study, 
prepared by the administration of the High School, of those pupils of the 
class of 1957 who are now attending colleges and schools of advanced and 
specialized learning, and of those who are now occupied in business and 
industry.

Today and Tomorrow 


The Public Schools of Natick are still faced with “growing pains.” 
School enrollment is still increasing. The need of more pupil educational 
facilities is apparent; not only is it presently impossible to properly house 
all pupils but local and professional surveys indicate that an increase in 
school enrollment may be expected during the next ten years or more. 
Perhaps it is well at this time to re-emphasize that thousands and thousands 
of young people in our schools throughout the towns and cities of our 
country are growing up, becoming citizens, marrying, begetting children — 
the town of Natick is no exception. These children in five, ten, fifteen and 
more years from now will take the place in greater numbers of those who 
are now in our schools. “No”, is the answer to the question “Are we building 
and planning too many additional school facilities?” It is extremely doubtful 
that our school facilities as they now exist or those that are in the planning 
stage will ever be unoccupied because of a decrease in enrollment. Educa- 
tional growth must be anticipated. 

Plans for a new junior high school are well underway and construction 
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of this educational unit must be approved early in 1958. At the same time 
plans for improving facilities at the Coolidge Junior High School must be 
developed. Surely it is reasonable to expect that all pupils on the junior 
high school level, grades 7 through 9, should have similar educational op- 
portunity whether they are residing or attending school in one section of 
the community or another. 

Within the next ten years, Natick is faced with additional expenditures 
for proper educational facilities. A so-called “Capital Outlay — Five Year 
Plan,” developed by the school administration with the assistance of the 
School Committee and educational experts in this field, has been submitted 
to the town’s Long Range Capital Expenditure Committee. The plan in 
brief is as follows:

ENGELHARDT REPORT 


The all-inclusive educational program must be under constant study 
and careful surveillance by members of the school administration. Con- 
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structive criticism and suggestions from all — citizens and fellow educators — 
have always been acceptable. More extensive attention must be given to 
the interested, mentally alert, gifted pupil, but not at the expense of sound 
basic education. The “3 R’s” — reading, writing, and arithmetic still form 
a good foundation with the “4th R” — responsibility. 

Many members of the staff this past year have been engaged in activi- 
ties for the purpose of improving the educational program for the boys and 
girls of Natick. These activities have covered a wide range of study and 
research and of time and effort. Some groups have been engaged in cur- 
riculum revision, other groups have been concerned with pupil-progress 
reports, with evaluation, and with public relations. In many instances this 
has meant that individual teachers have been called upon to participate in 
numerous educational activities which were performed often after regular 
school hours and which often involve additional study and research. This 
fact alone indicates a high degree of staff morale, a sincere interest in the 
pupil, and an excellent professional attitude. The most recent accomplish- 
ment of such a group is the publication of the “CURRICULUM OUT- 
LINE FOR THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS.” 

A survey recently conducted by the Public School Office of the activities 
of our educators during the summer months of 1957 reveals the following 
information. Over 30 percent of the staff were engaged in professional 
improvement of some kind including teaching on the college level, in edu- 
cational courses related to teaching at such institutions as Boston University, 
Tufts University, University of New Hampshire, University of Maine, North- 
eastern University, University of Massachusetts, Harvard, Boston Teachers 
College, Fitchburg Teachers College, and the Oak Ridge Institute of Nuclear 
Studies. Some faculty members travelled extensively. Many areas of our 
country were visited from the Pacific Northwest to Cape Cod and from 
Northern Maine to the Gulf of Mexico. F oreign countries that were visited 
include France, Italy, Mexico, Canada, England, Switzerland, Germany. 
Valuable knowledge was obtained which will be extremely helpful in our 
educational development. Certainly such is indicative of the sincere interest 
in education and youth that members of our faculty possess. 

Nearly 40 percent of the educational staff supplemented their earnings 
as teachers by summer work in the fields of recreation, engineering, banking, 
jOurnalism, office and secretarial work, salesmanship, services with armed 
forces, science research, and education — teaching. 

Also we must not lose sight of the fact that many teachers have found 
it necessary to increase their earnings during the regular school year. Such 
endeavors often do bring about advantages because of the practical 
knowledge gained; however, opportunities for professional improvement are 
limited. The longer school day and the longer school year with relative 
increases in the salaries of school personnel are factors which will aid in 
the continued improvement of the educational program for our youth and 
which, within the not too distant future, may become a reality. 


Conclusion 


In closing this report, may I extend my sincere appreciation for the 
excellent help and support which I have received from staff members, 
administrators, the School Committee, and my associates in the administra- 
tive office. The cooperation of other town departments in the improvement 
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of our educational offerings and facilities has been outstanding. I am also 
deeply grateful to the many individuals and groups of citizens who have 
devoted time and effort to assist in maintaining the excellency of our 
Public School System.

THE YEAR NINETEEN HUNDRED AND FIFTY-SEVEN HAS PROVED TO BE ANOTHER 
year of progress for the Morse Institute. The total number of books circu- 
lated was 222,424, which represents an increase of approximately 12,000 
over that of the previous year. There are now 10,599 registered library 
borrowers. 3,677 books were cataloged, classified and processed for circu- 
lation during the year. This makes a total of 73,504 books in the library. 

There has been an increase in the use of the reference facilities of the 
library, not only by students, but also by adults. A great variety of questions 
are asked at the desk and over the telephone. It is most gratifying to be able 
to find the answers to these requests. Each year new reference books are 
purchased so that the library will continue to be able to meet the increased 
demands for up-to-date reference material. 


Books being charged out electrically at Morse Institute 
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The Bookmobile continues to be valuable in its service to those in the 
outlying areas of the town. Through excellent cooperation with the School 
Department, library service is given to the children in six elementary schools. 
At the Town Meeting in March, an appropriation was voted for the pur- 
chase of a second Bookmobile. This is in the process of being built by the 
Thomas F. Moroney Co. in Shrewsbury, Massachusetts. It is expected to be 
ready early in 1958. This new vehicle will have many improvements over the 
present one which is now. over six years old. The present Bookmobile will 
be used exclusively for the school program. The new one will be used for 
the Adult program which will be expanded to include Wethersfield, West- 
field and South Natick. 


The Children’s Department is increasingly being used, so that the staff 
members have been kept busy helping the children with the selection of 
books and with their reference questions. The children from the fifth and 
sixth grades of the Center School make regular visits to the library. This 
has encouraged the children to become better readers and to establish the 
habit of coming to the library, not only for recreational reading, but also 
for books of information. There have been many interesting exhibits in 
the display case, among them a collection of sea shells, miniature dogs, old 
children’s books, old valentines, and a collection of dolls’ furniture and old 
dolls, all loaned by friends of the library. For the Christmas season, a special 
story hour by a professional story-teller was held with about fifty children 
attending. The program consisted of Christmas stories and a puppet show, 
and was enjoyed by all who came. The new drapes at the four large win- 
dows have added greatly to the attractiveness of the room, creating a more 
cheerful and warmer atmosphere. 


A “Great Books” discussion group was started in October under the 
able leadership of Mr. Paul Bates. It is an active and enthusiastic group 
with an average attendance of about 15. The meetings are held in the 
library every other Wednesday evening from 8 to 10. The Great Books 
Foundation is a non-profit educational corporation established to encourage 
people to read the classics of our civilization and to discuss them informally. 
Many such groups have been organized all over the country. 

In June a moratorium on fines was declared for one day. This was 
successful to some extent in bringing in many lost and long overdue books. 

This year the library cooperated with several of the neighboring libraries 
in ‘purchasing a few of the commonly used library supplies. A substantial 
saving was made possible by this quantity buying. It is planned to extend 
this further next year, if possible, to include more supplies. 

There have been several changes in personnel this past year. Mr. 
Richard Bodge resigned in January to accept a position in charge of the 
Edgell Library in Framingham. Mrs. Ann Rinehart, Assistant Librarian 
and Cataloger, resigned in October to accept a position in the catalog de- 
partment of the Wellesley College Library. Mrs. Marjorie Rogers, who has 
had several years experience as a part-time assistant, was appointed to fill 
Mr. Bodge’s position. Miss Doris Stevens, who has had twenty years ex- 
perience at the library and has taken several library courses, was appointed 
to the position of Assistant Librarian and Cataloger. Upon the passing 
away of the Custodian, Mr. Albert Morris, Mr. George Field was appointed 
to fill this vacancy. 

There are now three vacancies on the staff, one is for the vacancy 
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Reference section, Young People’s Library, Morse Institute 


created when Miss Stevens was appointed Assistant Librarian and Cataloger, 
the other two are for assistants on the new Bookmobile. It is becoming in- 
creasingly difficult to find library trained personnel. First, there is a great 
shortage of them and, second, the salaries in Massachusetts are not high 
enough to attract them. This has become a matter of great concern to all 
Massachusetts librarians. Many libraries in the state are short staffed with 
unfilled vacancies. More young people should be encouraged to enter the 
library field. Salaries should be high enough to be on a competitive basis 
with those of other parts of the country. 


The new lighting fixtures that have been installed in the reading and 
reference rooms and in the stack area of the Adult Department, as well as 
the new linotile floor in the reading and reference rooms, have made a great 
improvement in the physical appearance of the library. The new lights 
bring out much more effectively the color of the walls and the book stacks 
which were repainted the previous year. New furniture has been ordered 
and it is expected that delivery will be made shortly after the first of the 
year. 

Next year it is hoped that some renovating can be done in the basement, 
so that better use can be made of that area. Repainting and better lighting 
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are needed. Space for the Bookmobile collection and for a larger work 
area for the technical processes is especially desirable. 


For the last three years much progress has been made in renovating 
and modernizing the present library building. As the town continues to 
grow, more space in the form of an addition should be considered to provide 
added library facilities, such as a quiet study room, a young people’s room, 
a music room, a meeting room where films could be shown. All of these are 
standard features that are now being included in modern library buildings. 


The library has received many gifts of books and magazines during the 
year and is very grateful for them. Many thanks should also be given to all 
the Natick papers, the Bulletin, Herald and Suburban Press, for the eift of 
their respective papers and for printing the Library Column. 


It is hoped that 1958 will bring a full staff so that the library can give 
more and better service to the Town of Natick. The work of this year of 
1957 with its staff illnesses and accidents and vacancies would not have 
been possible without the wonderful cooperation, loyalty and support of 
the Staff and the Trustees.

THE REPORTS OF THE TREASURER AND OF THE LIBRARIAN ACCOMPANY THIS 
report. 


The library appears to be progressing with good impetus. The circula- 
tion of books has increased steadily. The changes in the interior of the 
library have been received with much favorable comment. Our second 
modern Bookmobile will be in service prior to the publication of this report. 


We need trained young full-time library assistants to reduce the heavy 
work-load carried so well by our present staff, and to provide adequate 
future public service in the library field. There is a great general shortage 
of such trained personnel, but an improved salary schedule for staff positions 
will help in meeting attractions provided by school systems, by business, 
and by our neighboring communities. 


During the year 1958 further improvements will be made in the base- 
ment of the library structure. In the near future the library will require 
additional stack-room facilities. As soon as the townspeople feel that it may 
be afforded, provision should be made for a library annex with modern 
reading and study rooms. 

The Trustees are very grateful for the continuous support provided by 
the citizens of the community. The Trustees are grateful also to the 
Librarian and to each of her assistants for their efforts in the distribution 
of good books, for which purpose the Morse Institute was established.

Park Department 


THE DROUGHT IN THE SUMMER OF 1957 HAS CAUSED SOME DAMAGE TO THE 
playing fields at South Natick, Whitney and Coolidge. These fields will be 
top dressed in the spring of 1958 with loam we have stockpiled. 

The new Little League field at Hunnewell playground was constantly 
used this past season. With the increased number of children interested in 
the fine program set up by Commissioner McTague, this department will 
do all it can to give these children playing fields. 

Two new chain-link backstops have been erected by this department. 

New steps and approach to the beach have been installed in the park at 
South Natick. Benches will be installed. It is our endeavor to create a 
scenic spot for those that visit this park to relax. 

An 18-foot Blue Spruce has been planted at Lincoln Square park. This 
will act as a living Christmas tree, to replace elms and to enhance the 
beauty of this area. 

Stone walls and broken head-stones have been reset at Boden Lane 
Cemetery, plus lawn repair and clean-up.

The Henry Wilson shop grounds are due for a face-lifting this year. 
Rotted sills and framing of the Northwest corner of the building have been 
repaired by the Department. 

Evergreen shrubs were added around base of the fir tree at the Com- 
mon to eventually cover branches broken around base of tree. 

New bulbs have been planted in the Common and other parks for 
spring beauty. 

Considerable damage continues from vandalism: boards at Coolidge 
field hockey rink, lights knocked out and drinking water fountains broken. 
All this adds to the general maintenance of the parks. 

Overlapping and duplication of Park, Recreation and School Depart- 
ment maintenance of grounds can be eliminated when these Departments 
merge. This department feels it can supervise and carry out this mainte- 
nance work.

Recreation Commission 


THE RECREATION COMMISSION RECOGNIZES ITS RESPONSIBILILY TO PROVIDE 
facilities and leadership to assist the people of Natick both young and old in 
making worthy use of their leisure time. 


We realize our work is supplemental to that of the school department 
and that we begin where they leave off. Our relationship has been a very 
pleasant and fruitful one and the possibilities for a well rounded, all in- 
clusive program are tremendous. 


It is the policy of the commission to encourage, sponsor and supervise 
adult recreation activities with the understanding that they be self-support- 
ing, that tax money not be used for these purposes. It is also our policy 
to initiate programs and get them rolling and then turn them over to the 
parents, who should be, and often are, extremely interested in the progress 
of their offspring. Little League was such a program. 


One of the projects proposed in our last report was the renovation of 
Dug Pond Bathing Beach. The success of the new method of control at 
the Dug Pond Bathing Facility has been even greater than anticipated. 
This past season more than six thousand dollars was received for bathing 
permits. It was possible to control more adequately those on the beach and 
in the water as well as the parking of cars. With the protection of the fence 
more attention is given to the bathers in the designated areas, thus the safety 
factor is increased. We have an exceptional crew of well trained, experienced 
life guards — for the most part teachers trained in handling people in a 
firm but friendly manner. 


There is an excellent working arrangement between the maintenance 
crew of the Department of Public Schools and the Recreation Department. 
The beach, equipment, and locker building are well cared for and the area 
as a whole is being constantly improved. 

A second project, facilities for Cole School, was undertaken. Cole School 
grounds have been graded and seeded in preparation for the laying out and 
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completing of two baseball fields — one a 60-foot diamond, the other a 75- 
foot diamond, in the spring. 

It is planned to increase the parking area by removing trees to the left 
of the entrance drive. This will release the present hot top area for a basket- 
ball court and other play purposes. The new equipment for the play areas 
will be installed in the spring. This will consist of swings, see-saws, a slide, 
a merry-go-round, sand box and tables and a jungle gym, and will make 
Cole Playground the show place of the Recreation Department. 

Possibilities at Lilja Playground are not being realized. ‘There is less 
usable area now for recreation than before the building of the addition. 
Fair progress has been made at Lincoln on the ball field and skating area. 
Neighbors have been patiently waiting for many years for the development 
of these plans and regret that money was not available at this time for the 
completion of this project. 

Our personnel consists for the most part of people trained in teaching 
and recreation, people sympathetic, understanding yet firm in their dealings 
with young people and their problems. Nowhere in the Greater Boston area 
is there a better trained or more efficient recreation group. 

The loss of our Superintendent, Raymond G. Murphy, an outstanding 
leader in the Recreation field, modest but effective, will be greatly felt. The 
new superintendent is a very good prospect but as yet unfamiliar with our 
problems. 

The Department had careful plans for gradual expansion of much 
needed facilities. Since Mr. Murphy was the originator of many of these 
plans his loss will mean postponing some projects until a later date. 

The summer program, under the leadership of Superintendent of Rec- 
reation Raymond G. Murphy and our Playground Superintendent Edward 
Casey, was quite successful and will be reported in more detail in the Super- 
intendent’s report which follows. 

There will be an article in the Town Warrant for the Annual ‘Town 
Meeting to authorize the town to appropriate up to $500.00 per year for 
the purposes of the Senior Citizens’ group. 

We have had another year of complete cooperation from the School 
Department and the Department of Public Works. The Park Department 
has assisted and cooperated whenever requested, particularly with the 
skating areas. 

The Department Report which follows has been almost wholly pre- 
pared by former Superintendent of Recreation Raymond G. Murphy.

IT WOULD BE AN OVERWHELMING AND PERFECTLY SUPERFICIAL EXPERIENCE 
for me to write this report with proper vision and with the understanding 
of the local problems and situations as they exist. Being on the job only 
two and one-half months at the time of this writing, it was necessary to seek 
the support and cooperation of your past Superintendent, Raymond Murphy, 
for information pertaining to the greater part of this year’s activities and 
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his anticipated future plans. To qualify this report then, it has been pre- 
pared almost totally with the help of Mr. Murphy’s notes. 

Since coming to Natick I have been impressed with the enthusiasm 
and vigor of its people, especially in the field of athletics and sports. It is 
also evident that the people of Natick have an understanding of Recreation 
and are willing to put Recreation in its proper position in community life. 

To serve the community by extending to the greatest number of people 
in all parts of the town, the most desirable and the most varied activities 
which it is possible to originate and sponsor, is a huge undertaking. It re- 
quires a close relationship and continuous cooperation with other organiza- 
tions and individuals having similar philosophy and purpose. ‘The coopera- 
tion and support of the various Town Departments and the helpful efforts 
of individuals have been very encouraging. I am hopeful that this type of 
relationship will continue, because no one department or organization can 
possibly do the job alone. At this time may I thank these ‘Town Depart- 
ments, Town Officials, private organizations and individuals as well as the 
residents of Natick for their cooperation and a fine welcome to “The ‘Town 
of Champions.” A special thanks to the recreation staff and the Recreation 
Commission, who have been a wonderful guiding and steadying influence 
during your new Superintendent’s adjustment period. 

The following is a brief account of the work accomplished in 1957: 


Playgrounds 


As in the past few years the Natick Playgrounds were supervised by 
Mr. Edward Casey and a very cooperative and enthusiastic staff of leaders. 
The major areas of activities that were conducted on the playgrounds in- 
cluded arts and crafts, drama, story-telling, nature study, athletics and 
games, dancing, hiking, etc. Playground U.S.A. Junior Olympics held on 
the Boston Common was a highlight of this program as was the special 
Field Day conducted at the close of the playground season. 

Attendance: Increased last year with a total of 1,337 more individual 
participations at the eleven playgrounds in operation. 


Lilja playground was not used last summer because of the school con- 
struction. Much to our dismay the re-development of the playground area 
has not yet been realized. It is very disappointing that under a so-called 
packaged deal, we could not come up with a playground area and baseball 
field at least equal to what we had before the addition was added to the 
building. 

It was my understanding that in building an addition to Lincoln School, 
provision would be made for a satisfactory baseball field and skating area. 
I talked with the building committee about these things and it appeared that 
money would be set aside and this work completed. I was greatly disap- 
pointed to hear that this work had not been done. 

The shelter planned a year ago for Murphy School has been completed. 

The new playground at Cole School will be one of the finest and most 
modern playgrounds in the state. The latest and most modern equipment, 
excellent ballfields, a proposed hot top area, and a natural geographical 
location will provide an ideal setting for the recreational activities of the 
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children in this area. This beautiful playground has come about as a result 
of the cooperative efforts of the West Natick Improvement Association, the 
School Board and neighborhood volunteers. 


Memorial Beach 


The Recreation Commission and Superintendent were very gratified 
that last year’s town meeting members turned a receptive ear to our 1956 
report and approved the Memorial Beach Article. Natick now has one of 
the finest beaches in this vicinity. As a result of the new fence a system has 
been set up to protect the residents of Natick from infringement on their 
beach by out-of-town people. 

The “H” type pier provides the most modern equipment for greater 
safety and enjoyment of its beach patrons. Though conditions are still over- 
crowded and beach expansion is indicated in the near future the present 
set-up is far superior to what we have used in the past. Next Summer we 
have planned a better control system at the gate. The number of problems 
encountered this past year with resident permits indicate a need for a more 
efficient tag checking system. A valuable addition planned for in 1958 to 
help remedy this situation is a checking booth at the main gate. 

The beach opened on Memorial Day and closed on Labor Day. Beach 
attendance figures are as follows:

Swimming classes conducted for children consisted of two four-week 
sessions and included instruction in Beginner, Intermediate, Swimmer, and 
Junior and Senior Life Saving. All instructors were qualified under Red 
Cross Swimming, Life Saving and Water Safety standards. The response 
to these classes was very good and the instructors did a commendable job. 
The figures that follow are, I believe, a little misleading. Attendance was 
about 60% but this does not mean that the same children attended all the 
time. I believe that the percentage of passing against the percentage of 
those attending regularly would be high.

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An adult swimming class was conducted two nights a week for eight 
weeks. The progress of the participants at both of these classes was very 
gratifying. 


Tennis 


1957 saw our most successful tennis program to date. With Miss Dottie 
Bigelow again at the helm, registration rose to over 100 children and the 
average daily attendance was approximately 70. 

Tennis classes were conducted daily at the high school courts for seven 
weeks. The season was concluded with a highly competitive tournament 
of which the following players emerged as champions.

The ‘Tennis Program promises to be one of our most popular and 
successful programs. With additional courts in the future spread through- 
out the town, Natick should compare favorably with our neighboring towns. 


Baseball 


With Natick growing so rapidly the number of youngsters participating 
in Summer Baseball has naturally increased. Most of this activity is 
conducted by the Natick Little League, Inc. The Recreation Department 
has tried to pick up the few loose ends left by this fine volunteer organiza- 
tion. The Prep League for boys 16-18 years consists of two Natick teams 
and one from Ashland and Cochituate. It is hoped that this can be enlarged 
to include other neighboring towns. Through the assistance of the Natick 
Post, American Legion, and the Natick Federal Savings and Loan Associa- 
tion as sponsors, over 30 boys in this age group are now playing baseball 
during the Summer months. 

In addition the Recreation Department assists the Little League as 
much as possible, without taking control, through maintenance of fields and 
clerical help in scheduling, records, news, etc. With the assistance of town 
aid the Recreation Department was able to put in new backstops at Bennett- 
Hemenway, Memorial Field and East Natick School. Present plans call for 
improvement of the fields at these locations and additional new backstops 
where needed. 


Winter Outdoor 


FLAG FooTsa.u for boys age 9-12 was held on Saturday mornings be- 
ginning in September and continuing for 7 sessions. The teams learned the 
fundamentals of the game during two practice sessions and then participated 
in league play. Each team was well coached and the competition was keen. 
The Whitney Packers were crowned 1957 champions of the Senior League 
and the Coolidge Spartans undisputed champs of the Junior League. 
Approximately 75 boys participated in this activity each Saturday. 

Ice SKATING has again caused a number of problems for the Recreation 
and Park Departments due to inadequate facilities, lack of equipment and 
manpower for maintenance, uncertain weather conditions, etc. 
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Dancing in the dark . . . High School dance every Friday evening 


With the cooperation of the Park Department and WKOX the Recrea- 
tion Department was able to report daily on the condition of the ice at 
sixteen skating areas. Supervisors were also assigned to seven areas, weather 
and condition of ice permitting. It is still maintained that there will never 
be a real good skating program when we must depend on Mother Nature. 
The only real successful programs throughout the country have been through 
artificial plants. Until the time that an artificial rink can be realized close by, 
we can only do the best with what we have. 

SLEDDING was again supervised at Coolidge Hill and Walnut Hill, 
through the cooperation of the Walnut Hill Girls’ School. 

SKIING 1s now possible at Town Forest Park. Through the cooperative 
efforts of the tree warden and a group of volunteers, this area has been 
prepared. Beginners should ski at Walnut Hill and the more experienced 


at Town Forest. 
Winter Indoor 


THe Giris’ SaATuRDAY RECREATION PROGRAM has grown this year to 
include Lincoln School, making six schools in all. Interest in this program 
has increased in all but one school due mainly to ingenuity of the leaders 
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and planned special events such as the Christmas Party and skating parties. 
Other activities conducted include arts and crafts, active and quiet games, 
dancing, dramatics, baton twirling, hiking, and other recreational activities. 

Tue Evementary Boys’ BasKETBALL LEacuE has shown a marked 
increase in attendance and is again successfully conducted at seven schools 
on Friday nights from November continuing for 16 sessions. 

Tue Junior Hich BaskeTBALL LeacueE conducted on Wednesday and 
Thursday evenings is again successfully operating from November through 
February.

RoLLER SKATING was started in 1957 for Junior High age boys and 
girls and two roller skating parties were held at the Roller Rink in Framing- 
ham. Attendance was well over 100 at each party and a club was organized 
and named the Natick Merryrollers. Enthusiasm is high for this activity 
and skating parties are being planned for the future. 

Girts’ SwimMinc Crasses were held at the Waltham Boys’ Club Pool 
for girls of the 5th, 6th, 7th, and 8th grade age starting in February and 
continuing for seven sessions. Skills are taught in beginning, intermediate, 
swimmer, and advanced swimming. Total participation is 269 with an 
average of 38 girls attending each session. Being an out-of-town activity 
this program is self-supporting. 


Adult Activities 


The annual Aputt Hossy Crasses held at the Coolidge Junior High 
were once again very popular. An interesting addition this year was a cake 
decorating class which has proven very successful. Other classes include: 
Ladies’ Slim Trim, Bridge, Dressmaking, Landscape Painting, Slipcovers and 
Draperies, Ceramics, Copper Tooling and Variety Craft. 

The Natick “Debs,” a WomEN’s BASKETBALL team, is a new activity 
which began near the end of this year. They are sponsored and uniformed 
by a local enterprise and compete in A.A.U. League Play. 

The Men’s Hoop Leacug, sponsored by local concerns, consists of 
eight teams playing league games Wednesdays and Thursdays at the Natick 
High School. This activity as well as all other adult activities is  self- 
supporting. Hats off to Tom Casey for his effective management of this 
League. Rowan Motors was crowned Champions for LOSG 

MeEn’s VOLLEYBALL is played each Tuesday night at the Cole School. 

The Recreation Department assists with SorrpaLt, conducted at 
Coolidge Field evenings during the summer months. 


Senior Citizens 


The Natick Senior Citizens Club, jointly sponsored by the Recreation 
Department and the Council of the Aging, is a recreation club for residents 
of Natick 60 years and over. 

This Club is showing promise of being the most aggressive, active 
organization in the town. In its year and one-half life span it has blossomed 
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from a 70-member club to over 150 and indications are it will soon be over 
200 members. In the Town of Natick there is a potential of over 1,000 
members eligible for this club. 

The Natick Senior Citizens Club limits of activities seem to be endless. 
It was not long after they organized that these members showed the town 
that they were not helpless and could teach the younger residents a thing 
or two about club organizations. 

Some of the activities they have conducted are: A trip to the Brockton 
Fair; a trip to the Ice Capades; 3 trips to Fenway Park to be guests of 
the Boston Red Sox; a Christmas Bazaar; a Christmas Party; a Thanksgiving 
Social; exhibitions for the Senior Citizens’ Hobby Show in Boston; and 
Penny Sales. 

Last June, National Recreation Month, the club celebrated its 1 year 
birthday with a banquet at the Natick High School cafeteria. Close to 150 
residents attended in addition to 200 Senior Citizens, members and guests. 
Capable speakers were obtained from members of the legislature active in 
Senior Citizens’ legislation. 

The future for the Natick Senior Citizens is very bright. Though they 
are most thankful for the generosity of the Natick Federal Savings for the 
free use of the latter’s auditorium, the club’s first and most important task 
in 1958 is to find permanent quarters where they can gather at will. 

Any questions or suggestions concerning this report or any phase of 
recreation in Natick will be appreciated by the department.

Home visits were made and releases given to 1,182 pupils. Contagious 
diseases numbered 430 more cases than the previous year. The German 
measles cases in epidemic numbers in the spring accounted for the increase. 

No poliomyelitis cases were reported in Natick this year. Immunizing 
clinics were held at each school where both pupils and pre-school children 
were given the vaccinations. A total of 3,909 shots were given. Evening 
clinics were held for the group through age 19. There were a total of 308 
persons in this group vaccinated. A second booster dose for the polio 
pioneers was administered to 326 pioneers last June. Four booster Triple 
Vaccine Clinics (protection against diphtheria, whooping cough and 
tetanus) were held at the various schools and 2,095 school children par- 
ticipated. Asian flu vaccine was purchased by the town for its employees

and four clinics were held with 475 employees availing themselves of this

Dug Pond, Lake Cochituate and Non-Such Pond all tested within 
normal limits for swimming purposes. The Charles River was closed in mid- 
June because of lack of rain, which created stagnant conditions. 
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Our Inspector of Animals has routinely inspected all farms and stables 
in the town and has found them satisfactory. The annual Rabies clinics 
were held throughout the town in June and 1,083 dogs were vaccinated. 
There were 105 dogs quarantined and observed during the year as a result 
of dog bites. Nominal fee charged for rabies inoculation resulted in the 
town collecting $545.35. 

Our Dental Clinic, which is staffed by two dentists and a dental assist- 
ant, functioned throughout the school year. The clinic has eight sessions 
weekly, with an average of eight operations per session which include clean- 
ings, fillings, treatments and necessary extractions.

Our Mosquito Control project commenced the week of March 15th, 
and was continued to October. Ditching was undertaken through April, 
then all of the brooks, open trenches, swamps and bog holes were sprayed 
with DDT and oil. The entire town was covered seven times with DDT 
and Chlordane. A helicopter was used in the Sunkaway and Non-Such 
Pond area in addition to the mist blower spraying. In addition the many 
recreational areas, playgrounds, school grounds and highways were sprayed 
for poison ivy. Our 1942 truck was completely overhauled, including a new 
engine, clutch and other worn parts. It should be serviceable for several 
more years. 

Our dump continues to present problems, but all in all it is a very | 
reasonable proposition, expensewise, to the town.

Tue LEONARD Morse HOosPITAL AGAIN SHOWED AN INGREASE IN ACTIVITY 
over the previous year, but reflected again the growth pattern of the area it 
serves by showing a much lower rate of increase than it did in 1956. 

Admissions increased 5%, hospital days increased 142% and the num- 
ber of operations increased 57% as against increases of 12%, 11% and 12% 
respectively in the previous year. 

It was an extremely active year for the erat however, with expenses 
and billing both exceeding $710,000. 

Indications are that our bed capacity is adequate for the present, but 
we found a great need for expansion in other fields. 

Our Laboratory had to be doubled in size and still needs more space 
and more equipment in order to do all it should for the hospital. 
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New operating room equipment at Leonard Morse Hospital 


The Ford Foundation, in addition to helping us with the expansion of 
the laboratory, made it possible for us to purchase and install an additional 
X-Ray machine, which doubled our capacity in that field. 

Contributions from the Ladies Aid, the Evening Division of the Natick 
Women’s Club, and other friends of the hospital helped us finance these 
changes. 

We still need, however, as Mrs. Dunn points out in her report, more 
room for business and record accounting, more room for our X-Ray ma- 
chines and associated equipment, more space for our laboratory and more 
dining room area. 

Our collection problem continues to be serious, although it has been 
showing improvement as reflected by increased collections. The hospital, 
like any business, must be paid by its customers in order to stay in business 
and serve the community. So we again ask all those using the hospital 
facilities to pay their share. 

During the year three of our trustees, Mr. O’Connor, Mr. Harrington 
and Mr. Burke, found it necessary to resign from the board. Their resigna- 
tions were in every case accepted with deep regret as they all had con- 
tributed much time and effort most effectively to the work of the board. 

These members were replaced by three new members chosen by the 
board for their knowledge of town affairs and their civic interest. Mr. 
Thomas Mahoney replaced Mr. O’Connor, Judge H. Edward Snow replaced 
Mr. Harrington, and Mr. William Mahaney replaced Mr. Burke. 

The report of the Manager and the Treasurer follow and are to be 
considered a part of this report.

REPORT OF THE ADMINISTRATOR 
Year 1956-1957 


DuRING THE PAST YEAR THE LEONARD Morse HospIrAL FURNISHED CARE 
to 9666 individual patients, this number being divided as 4656 for In- 
patients and 5010 for Outpatients. This is 232 more admissions than the 
previous year, or a 5% increase. Included in the Outpatients are those for 
X-Ray and Laboratory Tests, Minor Surgery and 1434 Accident Cases. 

The expenses were $710,864.17, an increase of nearly $53,000 over the 
previous year, with wages and professional services accounting for 63% of 
this amount. ; 

Despite increases in wages and cost of supplies, we have not increased 
rates during the year and should prefer not to have to do that, but there is 
no other way of revenue increase if expenses continue to mount. 

The difference in the use of the hospital the past year has not been as 
noticeable as in the past few years and, aside from needing more room for 
the expansion of facilities, the hospital as planned appears to be adequate 
for bed accommodations at the present time. 

The working area for Business and Record Accounting is inadequate. 
It necessitated our taking the Doctors’ Conference Room for a Record 
Department. The Nursing Office and part of the Business Office have been 
moved to the second floor in the original hospital building, giving room for 
an Admitting Office on the first floor. 

The Laboratory has expanded double in size and could still utilize more 
room if we could salvage a place for the Coffee Shop. The Dining Rooms 
are entirely too crowded and a modern cafeteria would be a welcome 
addition. 

The X-Ray Department has an excellent addition in a second modern 
machine purchased through the Ford Foundation gift. The necessary re- 
modeling has left that Department crowded and needing expansion room 
although it is well equipped and functional. 

The Nursing Department, under Miss Lucie Bagley, has had a tre- 
mendous job of filling the schedule with much part time to be worked in as 
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needed. We are proud of the nursing service and receive commendation 
continuously from patients and their families. 

The Dietary Department has the most change in personnel and is con- 
sistently busy, having prepared and served a total of 114,071 meals the past 
year. It has done a creditable job of making friends for the hospital. 

The Ladies Aid Association continues its interest in the hospital, and 
as a group and individually contributes much to the comfort of the hospital 
family. Its major gift this year was a rapid instrument sterilizer for the 
Operating Room Suite. All through the year volunteers have manned the 
Coffee Shop and the Library, and at Christmas time they generously give 
eifts and spread cheer to all. 

The Girl Scouts, Boy Scouts and school clubs show increasing interest 
in the hospital’s younger patients and we consider that one of our happier 
situations. 

The Natick Chapter of the American Red Cross is continuously helpful 
with the Blood Bank operation and we value their interest highly. 

The Leonard Morse Hospital is fortunate in having a Medical Staff 
which has the interest of its patients uppermost and which at all times is 
keeping abreast of the best in medical practice. 

As a community hospital we are trying always to serve in an acceptable

FOUR MEETINGS WERE HELD BY THE COUNCIL IN THE YEAR 1957. BECAUSE 
there was comparatively little industrial activity in new developments, most 
of the work was confined to the two sub-committees appointed. 

The sub-committee on Public Relations, headed by Henri Prunaret, 
was appointed to resolve problems involving Town departments and in- 
dustry. ‘This sub-committee has done outstanding work in creating better 
understanding. 

The other committee was headed by George H. Robinson, and was 
appointed to co-ordinate activities of the Town of Natick and the Town 
of Framingham through their Industrial Council. Particular emphasis was 
placed on the sewer beds owned by Framingham which will eventually be 
placed on the market for industrial property. The Natick Industrial Council 
is concerned about the future development of this section of the Town which 
could prove invaluable from a tax revenue standpoint, when properly de- 
veloped. 

Indications are that 1958 will be a very crucial year and that a con- 
siderable amount of work will be required of the Council and the sub- 
committees since it is expected that the sewer beds will be put on the market 
during that period.

THE PAST YEAR WAS ONE OF GREAT ACCOMPLISHMENT — PARTICULARLY IN 
the maintenance field — for your Natick Housing Authority. Several thou- 
sands of dollars were expended for the improvement of the property. 


CHANGE IN MANAGEMENT PROGRAM 


Following the resignation of our Project Manager on March 12, eleven 
capable applicants were considered for the position. Finally, after consid- 
erable deliberation, the Authority decided to make a drastic change in the 
Management Program. Previously a Project Manager, and a laborer to do 
the repair work, were in our employ. Under the new setup it was decided 
to dispense with these jobs and put the management in the hands of a local 
business firm which would collect rents, etc., and also, on an hourly wage 
basis, do Project repairs. This plan was cleared through the State Housing 
Authority and approved. This system, probably the only one of its kind 
operating currently in a Housing Authority in the state, is being watched 
with interest by officials. 


Major ACCOMPLISHMENTS IN HOUSEKEEPING 


All of the buildings were painted (exterior) ; and considerable painting, 
plumbing, and maintenance work of a general nature was accomplished on 
the interior. 


A drainage problem which has plagued the Authority for years was 
properly taken care of with the recommendation of the Natick Public Works 
Department and the assistance of the State Housing Board’s Engineering 
Department. Approximately $3,800 was expended for this item. 


A recommendation of the Natick Fire Department’s Chief Brown 
relative to the need of more oxygen in the heater rooms led to acceptance 
of an offer by a utility company to do this vent work. This work is currently 
being accomplished and your Natick Housing Authority is to be reimbursed 
by the utility company for the full amount.

THE PLANNING Boarp puRING 1957 HELD REGULAR MEETINGS ON THE THIRD 
Tuesday of each month. Eight special Board meetings were held perti- 
nent to Warrant Articles, the engagement of professional assistance and the 
signing of plans not requiring approval under the Sub-division control law. 
The Board also held a hearing on the 1957 Annual Town Meeting Articles. 


Planning Board members attended a Regional Planning Boards meet- 
ing at Foxboro, Mass., and also a meeting of the Planning Boards of adja- 
cent towns at Framingham. 


A series of eight meetings sponsored by the First National Bank of 
Boston on ‘Town and Municipal affairs were also attended by Board Mem- 
bers. Board members were present at a meeting of the Merchants Association 
devoted to a discussion of center of town parking problems. 


A formal hearing was held on April 6, 1957 relative to a Sub-Division 
off Oxford Street consisting of 14 acres with 39 lots. Formal approval of this 
development was executed September 17, 1957 following completion of 
Bonds and Agreements, accepted by the Boards of Health and Public Works. 


The Planning Board officially, following careful study, requested Town 
Counsel Robert F. White to prepare four Articles for the 1958 Annual 
Town Meeting Warrant. Three of these Articles are definitive provisions 
for incorporation in the Building Code and Zoning By-Laws. They cover: 


(1) D-I Zone in which shall be located Drive-In Theatre, Out-Door 
Movie or Open-Air Theatre. 

(2) S D Zone for 60,000 sq. ft. minimum with 200 feet minimum 
frontage. 

(3) S. E. Zone for 80,000 sq. ft. minimum with 225 feet minimum 
frontage. 


Chapter 3 Section 3.1.2 of the present Building Code and Zoning By- 
Laws reads under Public Buildings in part as follows: “. . . theatres, music 
halls, etc.” The Planning Board has requested an Article to provide for 
deletion of “etc.” 


Pursuant to Article 5 of the October 22, 1957 Special Town Meeting, 
the Planning Board unanimously selected Economic Development Associates 
of Boston, Mass. — Mr. Richard Preston, President and Natick Project 
Officer — to render professional assistance in determining Natick’s problems 
and their relative importance. 


Further recommendations by the Planning Board to the Town Meeting 
are being deferred pending report by Economic Development Associates.

NATICK LONG RANGE CAPITAL EXPENDITURE COMMITTEE 
First Annual Report to the Board of Selectmen 


‘THIS REPORT IS PRESENTED IN THREE SECTIONS, AN INTRODUCTORY PORTION, 
a report of proposed capital expenditures, and a conclusion. 


Part I — INTRODUCTION 


This Committee was appointed by the Board of Selectmen for the 
purpose of considering: 


A. Needs for future capital expenditures. 
B. ‘The serious problems of fiscal management arising out of: 


1. Increasing operating costs due to commitments already made. 

2. Anticipated further increases in operating costs. 

3. Need for additional capital outlays during this period of con- 
stantly increasing tax costs. 

4. Need for new sources of tax revenue. 


C. Need for more comprehensive and positive planning to stimulate, 
direct and control the future development of the Town of Natick. 


D. Need for closer coordination in many aspects of planning and 
operation among the various departments of the Town. 


The function of the Committee as originally defined by the Selectmen 
was purposely made broad enough to permit some latitude in the initial and 
subsequent direction of its efforts. At the same time, the scope and maegni- 
tude of the problems prompting its formation made it apparent that the 
work of the Committee would have to proceed step by step, starting with 
more narrowly defined and modest goals. ‘This Committee is composed of 
eleven members which include the Chairman and the Secretary of the 
Natick Planning Board. 

It was agreed to devote major emphasis initially to obtaining and 
assembling a picture of needs involving requested capital expenditures as 
seen by each department for a period of the next five years. It was felt that 
this would provide the Committee with the thinking of the various depart- 
ments regarding anticipated needs during this period with a view toward 
eventually evolving a sound fiscal schedule for providing for these needs. 
Sub-committees were formed to obtain desired information from each town 
department subsequent to a letter of explanation of the Committee’s aims 
and functions from the Selectmen to all departments. 


Part I] — TABULATION AND SUMMARY OF PROPOSED EXPENDITURES 


Table I presents proposed annual capital expenditures as foreseen by 
the individual town departments over the next five-year period. For com- 
parison purposes, similar information is included for the preceding three 
years. Following Table I is a listing of the specific projects represented by 
the dollar amounts set forth in the table. For the purposes of this study a 
capital expenditure is defined as equipment, facilities, improvements or 
properties having a useful life greater than five years.

A summary of the foregoing itemized material is given in Table II. 
Here the total anticipated dollar value of their projects, as seen by the 
departments anticipating the greatest amount of capital works, is shown for 
the period 1958-1962. Also shown in the table are the estimated probable 
reimbursements to the town from various sources as they pertain to given 
departments.

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Whether one figures the outlay at $7,000,000 or takes into account the 
eventual reimbursements, it is obvious that the town will not raise by tax 
levy during the next five years the entire amount to pay for all these projects. 
Therefore, borrowing will undoubtedly be done, with attendant interest costs 
to be added to the dollar value of the projects. 


Pertinent to the matter of borrowing to cover capital projects, a tabula- 
tion of already committed debt and interest payments for the past three and 
the next five years is given in ‘Table III. It should be noted that these are the 
totals for all departmental projects already completed or under way.

Associated with some of the projects for which there is this bonded 
indebtedness are reimbursements from various sources. Some of these re- 
imbursements are of a regular nature, as for example installment payments 
by abuttors for betterments. Others are lump sum reimbursements, as for 
example allocations from the State School Building Assistance Commission. 
The contribution of the debt and interest figures of Table II to the tax rate 
is, therefore, only the debit side of the picture. At the time of submission 
of this report, the equivalent reimbursement summary was not fully available. 


Part Il] —-ConcLusiIons 


As has already been noted, the information in Tables I and II repre- 
sents present thinking only on the part of the departments, and the plans 
may change from time to time as circumstances dictate. Moreover, not all 
departments are likely to have employed the same criteria to determine the 
urgency for their proposed projects. Because personal values frequently 
enter into the distinction between irreducible minimum needs and desirable 
needs, there are undoubtedly gray areas concerning the relative urgency 
and priority to be assigned to the projects. 

However, it is important to note that at the present town-wide valua- 
tion of $63,000,000, an appropriation of $63,000 represents the equivalent 
of one dollar per thousand in the Natick tax rate. In any year, such an 
appropriation may be reflected directly in the tax rate if it is raised by 
current tax levy. It may be deferred by borrowing, but will eventually be 
paid in a subsequent year out of tax levy and with interest. It may also, in 
the case of the sewer and water departments, be derived from the sewer 
or water service earnings. 

Whether any project is financed by borrowing, out of current levy, or 
out of departmental earnings, its cost is distributed in some way over the 
property owners of the town. It goes without saying that careful scrutiny 
must be applied to any project to determine not only its immediate need 
but its consistence with long term needs, and the ability of the town to pay 
for it today or later. There are also questions of fiscal policy, not within 
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the scope of this report, relative to the question of long-term versus short- 
term borrowings which must be resolved before further indebtedness is 
incurred. 

In conclusion, some mention should be made of several significant 
questions that have arisen in the minds of the Committee during its studies. 
Satisfactory answers to some of these questions cannot be determined 
without further information and study. In some cases solutions cannot be 
resolved in purely objective terms. Some of these questions are: 


1. What constitutes urgent need for a given project at a given time? 
2. How could the projects, if any, increase the town-wide valuation 
and thereby broaden the tax base? 

What costs are incurred if a project is postponed or abandoned? 

4. What additional costs beyond the original authorized appropriation 
will result from the accomplishment of a project? 

5. What standards can be used to determine a ceiling beyond which 
the tax rate should not go? 

6. What is an intelligent balance between paying from current levy 
and deferring payment by borrowing? 

7. What are the relative merits of short-term and long-term borrowing? 
What are the advantages of financing the town’s share of costs for 
sewer and water construction out of earnings as opposed to raising 
such funds by tax levy? 
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The town must choose each year a course of programming its current 
expenditures in a manner that is consistent with some long-term picture of 
its needs, possible growth, and present and future ability to pay. This is no 
mean problem. There is as much danger of false economy as there is of 
careless spending. A concerted attempt must be made to achieve a pattern 
of wise spending in Natick. A step in this direction was taken at the request 
of this Committee at the October 1957 Special Town Meeting. A sum of 
$5,000 was appropriated to the Planning Board for the hiring of professional 
planning services.

JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE

IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE INSTRUCTIONS RECEIVED FROM THE BOARD OF 
Selectmen to consider the feasibility of building a central garage for all 
town vehicles excepting Fire and Police, this Committee wishes to present 
the attached report for your consideration. 

The recommendation of this Committee is that no action should be 
taken at this time. Full information will be found in the attached report. 
Please do not hesitate to call upon this Committee if you desire further 
information. 


THis CoMMITTEE WAS APPOINTED BY AUTHORITY FROM THE 1957 Town 
Meeting for the express purpose of studying the advisability of having all 
Town owned vehicles excepting Fire and Police garaged and maintained 
in one central garage. 


The Committee first met on April 29, 1957 for an organizational meet- 
ing. Since that time there have been several further meetings of the full 
Committee at which plans were formulated, findings discussed and con- 
clusions reached from the intensive investigations performed individually 
and in sub-committees. The Committee thoroughly covered the areas of 
new construction costs, existing values, present and prospective need for 
garaging facilities for municipal vehicles, rates for borrowing money, as 
well as possible sites for a new garage. In any instance where there was a 
variation in the estimates, the Committee resolved all doubts in a manner 
least favorable to its conclusion. 


In order for it to be economically feasible for the Town of Natick to 
erect a new garaging structure, it must be shown that there would be a 
money savings to the Town, either in the long or short term, or both, or 
that there be some other compelling reason to build. 


The Committee determined that a new garage should be approximately 
40,000 square feet in size, of which 2,200 square feet would be office space. 
At current construction rates, the new structure would cost about $360,000 
in addition to the site and site improvement costs. Existing garage and 
office facilities including land on Middlesex Avenue were appraised by local 
real estate experts at a valuation of $100,000, that is, an estimate of the 
probable sale price which the Town could realize. Thus, there would have 
to be a capital outlay of about $260,000 for the building alone. Using a 
3% estimated borrowing cost for 25 years, there would then be an average 
outlay of some $11,635 per year for principal and interest payments on 
the new building. 


In addition, there would be required a new employee to handle the 
increased maintenance work to be performed in the proposed garage. 


There would also be a depreciation loss on the new building which, 
estimated on a 50 year life, would exceed any depreciation loss figured on 
the existing garage by at least $4,000 per year.

Thus, the total additional costs to the Town by this construction would 
be $15,635 per year exclusive of site costs and exclusive of additional 
employees required. 

There are, of course, some compensating savings which would be 
effected by construction of the proposed garage. 

If the Middlesex Avenue property were sold to a private purchaser, 
there would be additional real estate tax revenue realized of about $2,500- 
$3,000 annually, provided the property were not retained by the Town 
for municipal parking lot purposes. 

A savings of about $1,680 per year could be realized from amounts 
now paid to private interests for storage and garaging of municipal vehicles. 

A possible savings of about $2,200 per year might be realized on 
vehicle maintenance, and this would indicate that savings to the Town 
per year would be about $6,800 as against the $15,600 costs as noted 
previously. 

The recommendation of this Committee is that no new municipal 
garage be built at this time. In view of the additional expense to the ‘Town 
over the possible savings, and in view of the conclusion of this Committee 
that most of the benefits of a new garage could be effected by an addition 
to the existing facilities on Middlesex Avenue for use not only by the Public 
Works Department for storage, but by all departments for gas, oil, lubrica- 
tion and maintenance, this Committee unanimously recommends that no 
new structure be built at this time. 

This Committee did not go into the questions concerning size and cost 
factors of construction of an addition to the existing Public Works garage, 
as that was deemed to be beyond the scope of its authority.

EAST NATICK FIRE STATION LOCATION COMMITTEE 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE APPOINTED UNDER ARTICLE #70 OF THE 
Annual ‘Town Meeting of 1957 is respectfully submitted herewith: 

An intensive study was made of the East Natick area for a site with all 
of the necessary qualifications in accordance with standards of the National 
Fire Protection Association. A number of potential sites were considered 
from the standpoint of existing residential and business conditions, traffic 
flow and minimum apparatus travel time for proper coverage of the entire 
area. 

Considered also was the urgency of a fire station in this area due to the 
deplorable condition of the present Felchville station, which in all probabil- 
ity will be discontinued in the near future. 

Of the sites receiving consideration only two, both on the south side of 
and in close proximity to the junction of Oak Street and Route 9, and both 
involving taking of a dwelling, were in every way suitable for erection of a 
fire station. ‘To assure the promptest possible action, the committee decided 
to insert two Articles in the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting of 
October 22, 1957, recommending the acquisition of either location, with 
preference to the site on the east side of Oak Street at the corner of Gannet 
Road and adjacent to a business area on one side. 

Neither article received favorable action and the committee, as a result 
of passage of a substitute motion, was presented with the difficult task of 
finding a site not involving the taking of a dwelling. 

Every possibility was exhausted by the committee in its search for a 
location with limitations as specified, and confronted with the problem of 
recommending an unsuitable site under these conditions, it was unanimously 
decided to revert to one of the sites originally proposed. Consequently, the 
committee will respond to its original charge and will sponsor an article for 
the Warrant of the next Town Meeting recommending acquisition of the 
site on the west side of Oak Street, comprising Lot #189, Map #21 in the 
Assessors’ Office. This site, containing approximately 16,000 square feet, 
is, in the judgment of the committee, the best qualified location for a fire 
station in the East Natick area.

A. Furnish satisfactory evidence to the owner or person in charge of said 
public garage or to the Chief of Police of his identity and ownership 
or right to the possession of said vehicle, 

B. Pay the reasonable cost, not exceeding ten dollars, of removing said 
vehicle to the place of storage and all storage charges, if any, not 
exceeding fifty cents per day, together with the cost of publishing or 
sending any notices required hereunder.

Report of Town Accountant 


IN COMPLIANCE WITH SECTION 61, CHAPTER 41, GENERAL Laws, I SUBMIT 


herewith the annual report of the Accounting Department for the year 
ended December 31, 1957. 


All invoices and payrolls presented during the year by the Town De- 
partments have been examined both for their accuracy and legal require- 
ments before being submitted to Treasurer for payment. ‘The payments, 
which were presented on 1293 Treasury Warrants, amounted to $7,417,- 
114.45 for which the Treasury Department issued 44,386 checks. 


The Treasurer’s cash has been audited and found to be in order. ‘The 
total receipts during 1957 totaled $7,611,825.15. ‘The cash balance on 
hand December 31, 1957 is $1,070,676.82 and is an increase of approxi- 
mately $195,000.00 from the balance on hand at the end of 1956. 


Monthly notice of appropriation condition was forwarded on State 
approved forms, to all Town officers, committees, and boards charged with 
the expenditure of Town funds. At the time of this report no bills remain- 
ing unpaid for 1957 have been submitted to the Town Accountant. 


Upon the close of the financial year, statements were compiled in tabu- 
lated form showing the amounts appropriated throughout the year and the 
amounts expended from each appropriation for the year 1957 and the esti- 
mates for the year 1958; and copies were forwarded to the Finance 
Committee. 


Again this year and for the 17th consecutive year the departments, 
collectively, have turned back substantial unexpended appropriation bal- 
ances, from their operating budgets. ‘The unexpended appropriation bal- 
ances, exclusive of Sewer and Water, returned to 1957 Revenue Account 


amounted to $171,710.56. 
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As required by law, under Section 54-A, Chapter 41, General Laws, 
notice was given to the Assessors of the total 1957 receipts except from 
taxes, loans, trust funds, federal grants and revolving funds, and the source 
of such receipts was specified. The actual collection in this group of receipts 
was $202,053.21 higher than the estimate used by the Assessors in determin- 
ing the 1957 tax rate. This excess was due primarily to a large distribution 
of State Corporation Tax, an increase in our Motor Vehicle and Trailer 
Excise and other miscellaneous receipts. 


The following recommendations are made: a) That 1958 authorized 
borrowing should not be in excess of our 1958 debt payments of $541,000.00 
so that we may keep our debt from rising. b) That all copies of contracts 
be filed with the Town Accountant within ten days of signature. c) That 
all departments submit all bills promptly for payment.
